Under New Plan State Will Be 
Divided Into Eight Divisions 
Instead of Fifteen. 


Plans for the reorganization of the 
xtaL* highway department field forces 
were approved Friday by the state 
executive board at its meeting with 
Governor Fisher.

The audit, which showed a loss of 
$1,500,000 in the department during 
the past four years “through anti­ 
quated bus ness methods,” is now Tie­ 
ing studied by highway department 
heads and various bureau chiefs have 
been questioned on various phases of 
the audit.
